
HOUSE PREPARES
TO FIGHT SHIP BILL

Republicans and Few Demo¬
crats Oppose U. S. Owning
Ships for European Trade.

REPORT TODAY ORDERED
ON ALEXANDER MEASURE

Talbott Subcommittee. Fearing En¬

tanglement of This Country, Con¬
sults President Wilson.

The House prepared itself today for a

battle royal on the administration's pro¬
posal to enter government-owned ships
in the European trade. A report was

ordered from the merchant marine com¬

mittee on the Alexander bill, which allows
the government to become majority stock¬
holder in a corporation which will oper¬
ate $30,000,000 worth of ships. These
vessels will be paid for by the sale of
Panama canal bonds, and the corporation
will reimburse the government by its own

4 per cent gold bonds. The administra¬
tion is behind the Alexander bill, which
permits the corporation to enter the
European trade with ships bought from
any nation.
Republicans and a few democrats will

oppose this feature of the bill with
all the force at their command, as they
heed the warning of the British and
French ambassadors against the pos¬
sible purchase by the United States of
German ships. It is plain to many of
these members that the government
intends to purchase German ships.
Secretary McAdoo said yesterday the
administration feels the sovernment
has a right to purchase any ships for
a neutral purpose.

Fear ef Difficulties.
Following out the idea that the Eu¬

ropean trade will entangle the United
States in difficulties of tremendous
consequence, the Talbott subcommittee
of the naval affairs committee, after
considering its ow n merchant marine
bill for several hours today, left for
the White House in an effort to get
the President's approval of the meas¬
ure which is aimed to start the gov¬
ernment on a merchant marine venture
to South American ports only.
The Alexander bill will come up on

the floor next week, with a minority
report. written by Representative
Greene of Massachusetts, attacking it.
By that time the naval affairs commit¬
tee will have discussed the recommen¬
dations of its subcommittee, which is
at the White House today, and a defi¬
nite plan of legislative action on the
floor will be framed. It is assured,
however, that many of the conserva¬
tive members of the House will take
the position that this country would
do best to keep out of the government-
owned merchant marine in the Euro¬
pean trade. In view of the protests of
the warring nations.
Representative Hobson and Repre¬

sentative Edmonds of Pennsylvania
spoke before the merchant marine
committee of the House today on va¬
riations of the merchant marine bill.
Representative Edmonds said there are

plenty of ships to carry American goods
and that the goods would be carried
if there was ever a settling down of ex¬
change conditions abroad.

Dr. Owens Offers Plan.
Dr. Clarence J. Owens of Washington,

secretary of the Southern Commercial
Congress, appearing before the merchant
marine committee, told the members that
his organization recommended the pas¬
sage of the Alexander bill, but offered
the suggestion that a provision be made
conferring upon the proposed shipping
board the power to charter its vessels
to corporations or individuals who would
furnish a security of»20 per cent of the
cost of the vessels transferred, paying
as charter money 8 per cent per annum in
advance.
These chartered ships should operate

on whatever lines as would be acceptable
to the shipping board and subject to
rates, conditions and contracts approved
by the interstate commerce commission.

Dr. Owens left with the committee a
statement prepared by Bernard N. Baker
of Baltimore, who has said that there is
at least one company being organized in
Baltimore that would be willing to char¬
ter worth of sh'.ps. giving the
government a million dollars in cnarter
money. He said the International Mer¬
cantile Marine of New York would do
the same.

Tales of abduction, attributed to the
French and Russian forces, are contained
in official dispatches given out by the
German embassy today.
The wireless message announces that

"German and Austrian troops have occu¬

pied I*odz, the largest manufacturing
center in Russian Poland, and that the
battle northward from Eemberg is con¬

tinuing.
"The report is confirmed that the

French abducted fourteen women and
twenty-five children from p G«»rrr»p"
tier place; also a hospital doctor and as¬
sistant from Lorchingen; fate unknown."
"Lord Churchill's deciaiucio.. t

victorious Germany would seek ex¬

pansion in South America appears to
be the climax of ridiculous calumny
and an unscrupulous attempt to incite
the friendly relation of both North and
South America against the German
people while the German press here,
on the contrary, heartily welcomes the
progress and prosperity of free Ameri¬
can nations.
"German soldiers returning from Bel¬

gium, cruelly mutilated, increase the
German people s exaggeration against
the revolting atrocities created bv Bel¬
gian civilians.
..Enormous excitement has been caus¬

ed by the Belgians' attempt to induce
the world, with London and Paris, who
are endless liars, as accomplices in the
belief that German soldiers are authors
of atrocities."

Letter the Germany embassv received
the following additional wireless mes¬
sage from Berlin:

'T*?e news that German troops have
Jett Brussels on account of the situa¬
tion in East Prussia is wrong. The
German administration in Brussels is
very active, civil servants arriving
every day for newly organized offices.

"The French official dispatch that
the Russians have completelv invested
Koenigsberg is also a lie. The Rus¬
sians never covered half the distance
between the frontier and Koenigsberg
and are now retreating eastward after
the annihilation of their Narew army.

The Gazette del Popolare. a respec¬
table paper, calls I^ondon a lie factory,
comparable with Shanghai during the
Russo-Japanese war."

German Report of Big Victory.
The official statement yesterday of the

big German victory against the Russians
attracted wide attention. Military ob¬
servers pointed out that if the number
of Russians taken prisoner had been
correctly estimated at 70,000 there must
have been great casualties, no mention
of which was made.
The text of the German dispatch fol¬

lows:
"Official report of the victory at Allen-

stein shows that it was even greater than
known before. Three Russian armv corps
were annihilated. Seventy thousand pris¬
oners were taken, including two com¬
manding generals. 300 officers and the
complete artillery of the Russian armv.
"In the west Gen. von Kluk, it is re¬

ported, against the French flanking at¬
tempt. advanced to Combles.'' (Here a
part of the message could not: be clearly
deciphered.) "Gen. von Buelow com¬
pletely defeated a superior French force
near St. Quentin after having captured
an English infantry battalion.
"Gen. von Hausen forced back the

French upon the river at Rethel.
"The Duke of Muertemburg crossed the

Meuse river, advancing upon Aisne. The
crown prince advanced beyond the Meuse
after capturing the entire garrison of
Montmedy, which tried to sortie. The
fortress also was captured. The Crowr*
Prince of Bavaria and Gen. von Heerin-
gen have been in continuous battle in
French Eorraine.

Sedan Day Celebrated.
"Sedan day was celebrated here with

jubilation because of the victorious news

which arrived from the east and west.
The Russian defeat at Ortelsburg recalls
Sedan by the huge number of prisoners
?aken.
"The Brazilian military attache at Ber-

?in writes that the German victory did
not come as a surprise to those who wit¬
nessed their maneuvers in peace, and de¬
clares that the effect of the Krupp heavy
artillery is astonishing.
"The Times correspondent at Amiens

reports that 'the Germans came up like
a flood raised by a storm.'
"During the first month of the war more

than 2,<xx),0«i0 German volunteers came
forward.
"The chief of the German sanitary de¬

partment officially declared there are
many proofs that the Eng ish and French
are using dumdum car tridges.
"The state of health of the German

army is good, noted hygienists accom¬
panying the army."
The statement conflicts to some extent

with one issued by the French embassy
earlier in the day, which speaks of the
progress of the Russ an offensive army.
The official^ claim <<f the Germans, how¬
ever, that 7>.00> Russians were captured
exceeds in magnitude any operation thus
far recorded.

CONDITIONS IN SWITZERLAND

Swiss Legation Here Issues State
ment on Finances.

Conditions in Switzerland, especially
concerning finances, were described in a
statement issued from the Swiss legation
today. It states:
"For covering the expenses of the mob¬

ilization Switzerland has issued, at 99 per
cent, a loan of 30,000,000 francs at 5
per cent, payable in 1917. A moratorium
has been declared until the end of August
whereby foreclosures cannot be executed
up to that time.
"Until the middle of August 200,000

Italian fugitives from Germany and
France have crossed Switzerland. They
were cared for en route and Italy sent a
special delegate to thank the Swiss gov¬
ernment.
"For the special benefit of American

tourists, the Swiss press published news
of interest to them in England. The con¬
dition and spirit of the army are excel¬
lent. No attempt of any violation of
Swiss neutrality is to be reported. 1 lie
strictest measures have been taken
tgainst usury in the trade in foodstuffs."

DISCUSS EUROPEAN WAR.

Ambassador Spring-Rice Calls at the
White House to See President.

J The British ambassador, Sir Cecil
Arthur Spring-Rice, and President Wil-
son today discussed the European war at

, the first formal call of the ambassador
at the White House since his return fr<jm
Europe. The ambassador also conveyed
the per sonal condolences of Sir Edward
Grey for the death of Mrs. Wilson.
The British, French, Turkish and Rus¬

sian embassies were without dispatches
from their home offices. At the British
embassy the belief was expressed that
in event Turkey declares war on Russia
the two German battleships, Goeben and
Breslau, recently transferred to Turkey,
would-be sent into the Black sea.

It was predicted that the entrance of
Turkey into the group of warring nations
would produce no change in the present
activities of France or England.

BELGIANS MADE PRISONERS.
The Germans took 4.000 Belgians pris¬

oners when the German army took Liege,
according to personal letters received
toda> by Representative Metz of New

CHARITY ORGANIZATIONS
WILL BE ASKED FOR AID

Capital's Families in Practically Des-
titute Circumstances Would Be

Able to Obtain Food.

Immediate steps to reduce cost of liv¬
ing will be afforded hundreds of poor
families in Washington if plans being
made by John H. Sherman, District
superintendent of weights, measures
and markets, and J. W. Faust, acting
general secretary of the Associated
Charities, materialize.

It is proposed to solicit the aid of
charitable organizations to the end
that families in practically destitute
circumstances may obtain food supplies
not only at wholesale prices, but on a
credit basis.
When Supt. Sherman suggested the

organization of "community leagues"
as a means of enabling consumers to
obtain produce at wholesale rates, he
pointed out that the leagues must be
maintained on a cash basis if they were
to be a success.

Conditions Preclude Success.
In the poorer sections of the city "com-

mupity leagues" have been practically an
impossibility, for the reason that condi¬
tions preclude their maintenance on a
cash basis.
To meet this situation it is now pro¬

posed that charitable organizations take
the initiative In organizing the leagues
and that they advance the money for the
purchase of food supplies, so that credit

fiT ended to many poor families.

Produce Sells Cheap.
According to statements made today

by Mr. Sherman at the regular Wednes¬
day consumers' conference, held in the
District building, produce is now selling
m the local markets at cheaper prices
than in several years. The supply is

plentiful, and promises to continue so for
some time.
Information received by the weights

and measures official is to the effect that
more than .200 ' community leagues" have
been organized, and are a considerable
factor in the buying on both the munici¬
pal ttsh and Haskell produce markets.

Indictments Are Expected Here.
Grand jury indictments on account of

the manipulation of food prices in the
District of Columbia, since, the beginning
of the European conflict, are expected
from the local grand jury tomorrow, ac¬

cording to information, declared not to
be official, received by officials of the De¬
partment of Justice. The officials de¬
clared that they are without direct In¬
formation from the local District at¬
torney's office, and their only informa¬
tion is meager reports which have drifted
into the Attorney General's headquarters.
Keports of conditions found during the

investigation of food price ratses by the
investigating force of the Department of
JustJce are now beginning to pour into
the department. These official reports
are being compiled and tabulated in the
department's bureau of investigation.
Necessarily a big task, it will be several
weeks before the conditions are laid be¬
fore the Attorney General, and that offi-
r>

immediately send them to the
President, who ordered the investigation
when reports began to come to him of
raises in the prices of foodstuffs which
were being blamed on the war in Eu¬
rope.

STONE DIPLOMATIC BILL
REPORTED FAVORABLY

Plans to Reform That and Con¬
sular Service by Appointments

and Promotions.

Senator Stone's bill for improvement
and reorganization of the diplomatic and
consular service was ordered favorably
reported today by the Senate committee
on foreign relations. The bill would pro¬
vide that appointments of secretaries in
the diplomatic service and of consuls gen¬
eral and consuls hereafter should be by
commission to the general service and not
to any particular poBt. and that they be
assigned to posts and transferred from
one post to another by order of the Presi¬
dent, as the Interests of the service may
require.
The bill would direct that no officer

be assigned for duty in the Depart¬
ment of State for a period of more
than three years, unless demanded by
the public interest, when an extension
of one year would be permitted. Sec¬
retaries in the diplomatic service would
be graded Into five classes, with sala¬
ries ranging from $1,200 to $3,<100; con¬

suls general into live classes, salaries
ranging from $4,500 to $12,000. and
consuls into nine classes, salaries
from $2,000 to $8,000.
Provision is made for keeping the rec¬

ord of efficiency of persons in the serv¬
ice and for promotion of the deserving.
Ambassadors, ministers, diplomatic
agents and secretaries in the diplomatic
service would be prohibited from having
interest In or transact business as a
merchant, broker or other trader within
the country to which he is accredited.
A hearing on the hill was held also by

the House foreign affairs committee Wil¬
bur J. Carr urging it for the State De-
partment.

RUSSIA DENIES POGROMS.

Vilna Declared Calm, With Chris¬
tians and Jews in Harmony.

I-ONDON. September 2.The Russian
embassy here has thought it desirable
formally to deny reports of pogroms
at Vilna. which it attributes to Ger¬
man and Austrian sources.
The embassy has received a dispatch

from Petrograd (St. Petersburg) de¬
claring that these reports are without
foundation and that Vilna Is perfectly
calm. The Christian and Jewish popu¬
lations are working together for the
relief of the wounded.

John H. Driver, treasurer of the Isabel
Kidman fund, being raised at Highland-
town. Md.. for a memorial to the little
girl who lost her life in saving a com¬
panion from drowning, announces that
three merchants of Highlandtown prom¬
ise to give 5 per cent of their receipts
taken ln Saturday for the Xund.

Frear Asks Inquiry Whether
Waterway Bodies Are "Log-

Rolling Concerns."

Congressional inquiry into activities of
the National Rivers and Hart>ors Con¬
gress and railway corporations contribut¬
ing to it, in favor of the pending rivers
and harbors bill, is proposed In a resolu¬
tion introduced by Representative Frear
of Wisconsin.
The resolution asks the judiciary com¬

mittee to determine if the National Riv¬
ers and Harbors Congress and the Dredg¬
ers' Congress are responsible for ''back¬
fire on senators and members of the
House in favor of the rivers and harbors
bill," and if the former organization is
a "log-rolling concern, formed to ad¬
vance a 'species of mutual bribery
among its members* at the country's ex¬
pense."
Among corporations cited in the resolu¬

tion as contributors to the MississippiLevee Association, which it declares is
identical in intents and purposes with the
National Rivers and Harbors Congress,
are: The Southern, Mobile and Ohio,
Frisco, Missouri Pacific, Chicago, Rock
Island and Pacific. St. L*ouis Southwest¬
ern and Illinois Central railroads and the
International Harvester Company.

Senate Will Consider.
The river and harbor appropriation bill

will be laid before the Senate again as
soon as the Clayton anti-trust bill has
been passed, probably today, and made
the unfinished business of the Senate, ac¬
cording to the democratic leaders.
Senator Kern, the majority leader, in¬

dicated clearly that notwithstanding the
fight which some of the republicans have ,
given notice they would make against
the bill, action was to be expected in the
Senate on this measure.
"Thousands of men will be laid off

their work if the government does not
put through this important measure, and
work of great value will be halted," he
said.
Senator Kern said that there were

some items in the bill of which he him¬
self did not approve and that he expected
to vote against them.
"There is no reason why the whole bill

should be killed just because of some of
the items in it," he added.

Kenyon and Burton to Fight,
Senator Kenyon of Iowa, one of the re¬

publicans opposing the bill, said:
"We intend to keep up our fight and to

do our best to defeat this measure."
It is known that Senator Burton of

Ohio is preparing to make the fight of
his life against the measure, too.

BIG POSTAL STATIONS
FOR HEART OF CITY

"Washington soon will have two big
financial postal stations and mall deposi¬
tories in the heart of the city to replace
the present main post office at Pennsyl¬
vania avenue and 11th street northwest.
On October 1 the present station G, on

G street near 7th street northwest, will
be transferred to the Le Droit building,
at Xth and F streets northwest, and De¬
cember 1. station C. now at 1419 G street
northwest, will be removed to 1319 New
York avenue northwest, in the Chesley
building, where it will have twice the
amount of floor space it now has. In
connection with the change the carrier
and clerical force at station G, except
six clerks, will be consolidated with the
main office force, but there will be no

change in the personnel at station C.
Asst. Supt. Charles L.. Maxwell, now at

station F, on U street near 14th street
northwest, will become assistant super¬
intendent at station G, and Asst. Supt
John II. Simmons, now at station G, will
l>ecome assistant superintendent at sta¬
tion F.

Will Stop Station G Delivery.
When the changes are made there will

be no more carrier deliveries from sta¬
tion G. Both stations will have facili¬
ties for registry, money order, parcel
post and postal savings business and for
the sale of postage stamps, cards and
stamped envelopes. They will also serve

as depositories for malls collected by
carriers and collectors and from them
the mails will be taken direct to the main
office near Union station 'n the ten new
automobile trucks, bids for which were
opened in tne office of the purchasing
agent this afternoon

,,As a result of the abolishment of sta-
tion IS. at 4th and East Capitol streets,
and the changes at station G, two worn-
en and twelve men of the regular force
will be placed on the substitute list
from which they will be entitled to
first selection when vacancies occur
Postmaster Praeger said today that

when the new automobile trucks are
leady his office will begin the first ex¬
periment in the United States to be
made in the attempt to consolidate the
screen wagon, mail messenger delivery
and collection services Into one service.
Thev are now operated under four dif¬
ferent contracts, and the Postmaster
General is looking for a big improve-
ment of the service as the result of the
consolidation.

Use of New Autos.
The new automobiles will be used to

take carriers from the main office to
their routes, which it Is estimated can

be done on the average time of twelve
minutes for each man.
Thev will also be used for the deliv¬

ery of large bulk malls for business
houses and institutions, to convey the
mail from the mail depMltory statlons
like stations C and G, and to help In the
mail collections.

,When the changes are made the only
stations of the Washington post office
which will have carriers attached to
them will be those at Chevy Chase,
Brookland, Takoma. station H, In Ana-
custla; station A, in Georgetown and
station U on U street near 14th street
northwest The carrier deliveries for
the <3ty proper will be made direct from
the main office.

Total Belief Deposits So Far
Amounts to $2,028,808.27.Sep¬

tember 1 a Slack Say.

Warnings of prospective danger to
Americans in Turkey is continuing to
have effect. Anxiety to get out of
Turkey by both missionaries and edu¬
cators attached to American institu¬
tions there was manifested in deposits
made with the treasurer of the United
States yesterday and Monday.
The board of foreign missions of the

Presbyterian Church, with headquar¬
ters in New Tork city, has sent in two
deposits of $10,000 each, with the re¬

quest that the battleship North Caro¬
lina, now on her way to Turkish
waters, be instructed to turn over the
cash to the beneficiaries.
One deposit is intended for the edu¬

cators attached to Robert College. Con¬
stantinople. and is to be released to
the trustees, who are expected to apply
it to the safety of the teachers, and
students also, if necessary.
The other $10,000 is for the trustees

of the American Presbyterian Mission
at Beirut, Syria, and intended to be ex¬
pended to bring home missionaries and
such Americans as they would be
anxious to succor.
September 1 was a slack day in the

number and aggregate value of deposits
from individuals for the aid of Ameri¬
cans abroad. Deposits for the daytotaled $22,397.39, the lowest day's re¬
ceipts for some time, and less than
half the receipts for the last day of
August. Aggregate receipts since the
government agents began to receive
such deposits are now $2,028,808.62.

Hard to Locate Americans.
A dispatch from Consul General Dieder-

ich at Antwerp, received by the State
Department, says-
"It is impossible to get complete in¬

formation as to the condition of Ameri¬
cans in Belgium. Antwerp is cut off from
all Belgium except Ghent, Bruges, Ostend
and Lierre."
Switzerland is practically empty of

Americans, except those who expect to
remain there, according to consular re¬
ports to the State Department.
Three hundred Americans left Berne for

Liondon and Paris by way of Geneva, on
the last special trains.
Consul Jewel at Vladivostok reports

that all July tourists have safely passed
the Urals. '

A number of French. Belgian and
American newspaper correspondents have
been temporarily detained at Aix-la-Cha-
pelle, Prussia, Consul Robert J. Thomp¬
son reports.
The Americans detained are John T. Mc-

Cutcheon and James O'Donnell Bennett
of the Chicago Tribune, Harry Hanson
of the Chicago Daily News, Roger Lewis
of the Associated Press, and Irvin S. Cobb
of the Saturday Evening Post. Mr.
Thompson said that these correspondents
are being detained only temporarily, and
that they will be sent back to London at
an early date.

RECALLS .WASHBURN'S ACT.

Determination of Herrick to Stay in
Paris Same as in 1870.

The resolution of Ambassador Myron
T. Herrick to remain at his post of
duty in Paris recalls an interesting
and exciting chapter in American dip¬
lomatic history which illustrates the
exalted sense of duty and patriotism
that has marked the careers of repre¬
sentatives of the United States in for¬
eign courts in times of great interna¬
tional conflicts.
During the Franco-Prussian war in

1870-71 Elihu Benjamin Washburn was

the United States minister at the
French court and remained in the be¬
sieged city of Paris, where for four
months the French capital had been
hourly exposed to the fire of the
enemy, cut ofT from all communica¬
tions with the outer world except by
balloons and carrier pigeons. After
the organization of the French repub¬
lican form of government, with M
Thiers as president. Minister Wash¬
burn was the first foreign represent
tive to recognize the new government.

Hov tbe Var Affects Us.
X..Electrical Exports.
By Frederic J. Haskin.

America possesses "The Wizard"
when it comes to things electrical.
There are. also, a host of lesser wizards
here who have followed in the footsteps
of Thomas A. Edison, and have wrought
to bring our electrical industry to a
state of perfection unsurpassed, and
probably superior, to that of any other
country. So far as electrical machinery
and supplies are concerned American
manufacturers are in position to supply
all those needs of neutral nations which
were formerly met by German and Brit¬
ish manufacture.
The United States has had an im¬

portant export in this industry all along.
The United Kingdom, Germany and the
United States have been the three world
sources of electrical installations, ma-
chinery, devices and supplies. From
July 1. 1912, to June 30, 1913. the elec¬
trical export trade of the United States
amounted to little over $26,000,000.
During the same period Great Britain
exported electrical goods to a value of
more than $34,000,000. or a trade 30 per
cent greater than that which came from
our factories.
American experts in this industry feel

every confidence that Europe's all-em¬
broiling war must result in a tre-
jmendous upward swing in our elec¬
trical export. The world has hitherto
depended for these products upon the
factories of Great Britain, Germany, the
United States and France. The United
States is now practically the only source
remaining. As we are in position to sup¬
ply almost any possible demand in this
branch, men in touch with the export
trade look for an increase manyfold in
our foreign sales of these products.
What is more, they believe that we will
be able to hold all market that we may
win by reason of the superiority of our
wares.

There are, however, a number of ad¬
verse factors to be taken into consider¬

ation. In the

port which has found its way to Ger¬
many, Great Britain, France, Austro-
Hungary, the Balkans, Russia, and even
to Japan, must be looked upon as either
entirely lost or as greatly weakened. As
far as Germany and Austro-Hungary are
concerned, our export trade has been
practically wiped out, while the other
warring nations and those nations bor¬
dering upon the war zone will probably
have but little enterprise and capital for
the heavy purchase of foreign products.
Furthermore, the world seemed just

recovering from a general financial and
business depression before the war broke
out. The return of prosperity will be re¬
tarded, if not made impossible, in all non-
producing neutral nations by the war.
Thus, the economic depression which, in
common with other parts of the world,
has been felt severely in South America
through the past year, has become worse
as an immediate effect of Europe's
troubles.

It is, however, to South America that
our electrical export must look for its
first expansion, and this expansion will
depend upon conditions there permitting
South Americans to proceed with the
normal development of their countries.
Two of our most important electrical
markets will be Brazil and Argentina,
both of which countries have been large¬
ly dependent upon European funds for
the financing of their public and private
engineering enterprises. The money
must be forthcoming to pay for the un-

dertakings, which, in turn, are to create
markets for American machinery.

English and German manufacturers of
electrical equipment have had over the
United States in their competition for
South American trade has been that their
bankers and capitalists have stood b*ck
of them. The German bankers would ar¬
range to finance a projected electric rail¬
way in one of the republics of the south
and stipulate as a condition of the in¬
vested money that all supplies, as far as
practical, should be purchased from the
fatherland's producers. In this way Ger¬
man and English capital has worked in
close co-operation for the expansion of
the German and English export trade.
With the sources of Europe's export

stopped and with the hoarding and with¬
drawal of all her capital for destruction
in her own family quarrel, it is up to
the business men of this country to take
as a legacy the old world's methods.' and
to promote our foreign business by adroit
placing of foreign investments of our
captial.
South America is a growing market for

all kinds of electrical machinery and sup¬
plies. Brazil has just commenced a pro¬
gram for the extensive use of electrically
developed waterpowers which will cause
her to demand hundreds of thousands
of dollars* worth of highly finished ma¬
chinery. Imports of machinery and ep-
pliances for the maintenance of electric
railways and central stations and for the
construction of new ones should bring us
a heavy business. We ought to be helped
to this trade by the many American
electrical engineers now in service in
South America. As one illustration the
principal electrical needs of the beauti¬
ful Rio de Janeiro are met by one central
station company, in the charge of an
American engineer.

It is said that the American goods in
general are far superior to those of
European countries, especially of Ger¬
many. but that they are not always suf¬
ficiently superior to overcome the dif¬
ferences in cost. However, in such
markets as are forced by the war to de¬
pend entirely on us for their electrical
supplies, the better quality of our goods
would likely make it difficult to dislodge
us when Eurppe begins again to practice
the competition of peace.

Plan to Take Business. pr*pa?a-
tions to take up Europe's business
where she left it. and they are de¬
termined to lay foundations for a per¬
manent expansion, Ohe of our trade
journals has endeavored to do its part
toward clinching opportunity by print¬
ing its recent issues half in Portu¬
guese and Spanish and distributing
copies among all importers of elec¬
trical wares and electrical concerns
throughout South America.
Such parts of Africa as are able to

keep business free from the incubus
of war hysteria should also prove good
markets for our electrical goods. We
also, according to authorities on elec¬
trical export, should have increased
sales in Canada. India and China.
Our losses in this branch of exports

to Europe, on the other hand, will be
very real. Last year the Americas'
electrical export to England was
greater than the similar English export
to the United States bv about $300,000.
Germany took electrical goods from the
United States to the value of $215,000,
while she took 9570,000 worth of such
goods from England. America sold
only about $5,000 worth of electrical
machinery to Austro-Hungary, a neg¬
ligible amount. France bought 150 per

cent mora electrical goods from Greet
Britain than from America, or. rough¬
ly. $680,000 worth more, and Russia
has been taking: about half a million
dollars* worth of electrical goods an

nually from Great Britain and only
about one-ninth aa much from the
United States.
Where America sold $500 worth of elec¬

tric lamps to Russia. England disposed of
$100,000 worth. The United States and
Great Britain did about the same volume of
business with Belgium In all electrical
eoods with the exception of machinery.
In this item England sold $185,000 worth,
while America was credited with sales
totaling $3,500. Tn taking the totals it is
found that Great Britain sold annually
electrical goods to Europe to the amount
of $2,400,000. and in the same markets
the United States has sold $830,000 worth
of similar goods.

000,000, while the United States sends to
English colonies somewhat more than
$11,000,000. In regard to South America
Argentina has been taking yearly totals
of electrical goods from England of
000.000, and only about $600,000 from the
United States. America has had the ad¬
vantage in trade with Brazil, selling
000,000 worth to Great Britain's ?1.
750,000.
Of course. Germany has come in for a

great slice of the South American trade
For example, most of the electric light
companies of Chile are German, and they
have favored German supplies wherever
possible. German electrical engineers
and German capital have been sowr.
thick throughout South America, and the
empire has been one of the most success
ful exporters of electrical equipment and
supplies to these countries.
By the time European countries set

about the palling business of reconstruc¬
tion. the United States should have firm¬
ly established, at least, the world su¬
premacy of its electrical industry.
